Percussion 1: Glockenspiel [Glock.], Vibraphone [Vib.] (4 mallets) 

Percussion 2: Suspended Cymbal [Sus. Cym.] (2 snare sticks, 4 medium hard yarn mallets), 

2 Crash Cymbals [Crash Cym.], Marimba (2 rubber mallets) Tam Tam (standard beater) 
Percussion 3: Chimes, Triangle [Tri.] , Bass Drum [B. Drum] (Standard beater) 


Performance Notes 

• Score in C - All instruments are notated at sounding pitch except those that normally transpose 

by octave. (Piccolo, Contrabassoon, Double Bass, Glockenspiel (to octaves)) 

• Horizontal lines under strings at Rehearsal [ C ] indicate that no change in dynamics will occur 

• Accidentals carry through measure in the octave. 

• Accents on grace notes indicate being on the beat rather than before the beat. 

• Bass harmonics sound an octave lower than written
